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NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

1 . The reply filed on 4/1 7/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has not elected a species 
from within the elected Group III (claims 6-9). It is duly noted that in the response filed 
4/17/06 Applicant asserts that it is confusing. In the office action mailed 3/9/06, 
Applicant was respectfully requested to identify a single disclosed species from within 
the elected group for search purposes. Thus, Applicant is once again respectfully 
requested to identify a species comprising an vehicle and an active pharmaceutical 
ingredient as set forth in Group III. Possible species, for example, include those set 
forth on page 4, in the table of paragraph [0040]. For example, in the table, the active 
pharmaceutical ingredient (API) and vehicle combination may be selected from one of 
the following: (1 ) prednisolone and DMSO; (2) prednisolone and methanol; (3) 
prednisolone and ethyl alcohol (ethanol); (4) prednisolone and benzyl alcohol; (5) 
prednisolone and isopropyl alcohol; (6) prednisolone and 2-P; (7) prednisolone and 
polyethylene glycol; (8) prednisolone and tetramethylene glycol; (9) digoxin and ethanol; 
(10) digoxin and 2-P; (1 1) digoxin and acetone; (12) digoxin and ethyl acetate; (13) 
digoxin and glycerine; (14) digoxin and polyethylene glycol; (15) digoxin and 1,5- 
pentanediol; (16) digoxin and ethylene glycol; (17) digoxin and water; (18) digoxin and 
DMSO; etc.
